The lease ‘holders want a 
lower rat per acre for land ‘they 
lease from the company for. graging 
purposes The rates they are now 
Paying «1+ $65 for the first 640 acres 
of lease, vid S cents per acre for the 
next three sections. Over four see- 
tioms and less than ten thousand 
acres th: rate is 7 cents per acre, 
and 6 cent, per acre over-ten thous- 
and acres 

The stock nen feel the charges are 
too high, and they refer to govern- 
ment grazing lease land for which 


only four cents per acre is charged. 
Tt is sail the C. P. R. leases the 


year term, but that the company re- 
serves the right to sell the land at 
any time, giving the lease holder 
only 30 days notice to vaeate. The 
lease holder may terminate his lease 
upon a year’s notice, but only at the 
end of a calendar year. 

If the land is not used for grazing 
lease. it is assessed for wild land 
tax, and the company is levied‘ from

The Great War taught us that, removed though Canada may be from 
the Old World nations, we cannot be indifferent to the situation existing. 
Should the scourge of war again sweep Europe, we, too, would be the 
sufferers. It cannot be otherwise. 

The greatest present :guarantee of the maintenance of peace is to be 
found inthe ‘League of Nations. It has prevented more than one out- 
break since 1918. The real strength of the League of Nations is to be found 
in another league, thé British Commonwealth of Nations. They are the back- 
bone of the greater world league. 

Maintenance of the League of Nations costs Canada approximately a 
quarter of a million dollars a year. Some people think it costs us too much, 
but what is a quarter of a million annually for ten million people in com- 

' parison to the annual cost to them resulting from the Great War in national 
debt, pensions to disabled men, soldiers’ hospitalization, settlement 
schemes, and sundry other expenses running into millions of dollars annually ? 

Every Canadian, therefore, should be an enthusiastic Supporter of the 
League of Nations. No vote of money by Parliament should be more heartily 
approved than the vote to maintain the League. Not only so, but every 
Canadian should be a booster for the League, and should exert his or her 
personal influence to the end that Canada will always be found to be one of 
the staunchest upholders of the League of Nations at all times.

World Wide System Of Buying and 
Selling Is Foreseen 

Winnipeg, Man.—World wide sys- 
tems of buying and selling wheat are 
foreseen as possibilities by George, H. 
Williams, president of United Farm- 
ers of Canada (Saskatchewan seo- 
tion). . 

Leader of the strongest bloc of 
opinion in favor of the 100 per cént. 
pool, Mr. Williams, in a statement to 
the Canadian Press, cited the Fed- 
eral Farm Board ad tending toward 
one selling agency in the United 
States and the proposed British 
quota-buying plan as a germ of pos- 


sible future. policy of the whole 
wheat-selling and  wheat-buying 
world. ; 


“Many countries are of the opinion 
that the future solution to the pro- 
blem of marketing agricultural pro- 
ducts, particularly wheat, lies along 
the line of concerted action,” Mr. 
Williams stated. He declared that 
today such nations as Italy, France, 
Germany, Russia, and Poland, are 
very definitely working’ towards cen- 
tralized selling. For years theré has 
been 100 per cent. pooling organiza- 
tions in New Zealand and New South 
Wales and Australia threatens to 
fall in line. 

The step to a 100 per cent, pool for 
the quarter-million farmers on the 
Canadian prairies is a short one, he 
believed. A total of 55 per cent. of 
the Western farmers are at present 
pool members. They enter by volun-

CANCER IN WOMEN ° J Insurance for any women. By Dost 


The question is sometimes asked 
as to whether more harm than good 
results from articles on cancer. We 
are told that through reading these 
articles} people -are needlessly 
worried, and that‘a number of them 
go to their doctors in fear of cancer, 


who. have no real cause for _ their 
fears. We, ‘however, ean place 
against this statement the number 
who, because of what they have 


learned, have gone for treatment in 
the early stages of the desease, and 
who have been cured, i 

With our present knowledge, it is 
possible to a great extent, to reduce 
the number of deaths from — cancer, 
providing cases come under threat- 
early.: It is obviously impossible, 
however, for physicians to go out 
and look for such cases; the patient 
must come to the physician. 

If every person were to go to his 
doctor regularty, once a year, for a 
health examination, this would allow 
‘or the detection of many early cases 
That is one of many reasons why the 
periodic health examination ~ is a 
good habit that should be cultivated 


natal care, we mean proper medigal 
and nursing care after the birth Of 
the chiJd, and, as a part of that 
cate, an examination by the physle- 
lan, after a period of some weeks, 
‘o determine if all the parts are 
norinal or if any treatment is indieat- 
ad, 

Proper post-natal care and prompt 
attention to any discharge or irreg- 
alar bleeding, particularly after the 
menopause, will do much to control 
cancer Of the uterus. A complete 
examination by a physician is the 
Way to secure such care and attent- 
ion. 

If, iy addition to the 
points, women would promptly é¢on- 
sult their physicians about any 
tump on or discharge from the breast. 
there would be a different story to 
tell about cancer. Early treatment 
of cancer is successful in 4 large per- 
centage of cases. The real problem 
rests with the patient

With the new trimming 

equipment, the service will connect 


Veteran Mountie Dies In Italy — 


Captain Deane Was Su 
Of Force At Regina In 1884 

Soldier, author and Royal North 
West Mounted policeman, Capt. 
Richard Burton Deane, age 82, who 
served with R.N,W.P, for 33 years 
and was superintendent of the force 
at Regina in 1884, died at Diano 
Mariana, Italy, on December 13. 

Captain Deane, rétired from the 
force in 1913 after writing a history 
of the R.N.W.M.P., and moved to 
England. Owing to a_ bad heart 
condition, he later moved to Italy, 
where he lived until his death. 

Born in India, Captain Deane 
went to England at the age of four 
years and was educated there, com- 
| pleting his education at the military 
| college at Sandhurst. 
| He joined the Royal Marines, was 
‘assigned to H.M.S. Warrior, on which 
he served for two years. After seeing 
| service along the Gold Coast and 
| other foreign waters for several 
| years, he retired and came to Canada 
|in 1882 with the idea of taking a 

commission in some Canadian regi- 
ment. 

A year later he was appointhd an 
inspector for the R.N.W.M.P. and in 
1884 was appointed superintendent of 
the force and transferred to Regina. 
He later served at Calgary, Maple 
Creek and Lethbridge during times 
of trouble. 

Among the honors won by Captain 
;Deane during his long service are 
those gained during the Riel rebellion 

, and the coal mine lockout at Leth- 
| bridge. In 1885 he had charge of Riel 
and about 50 halfbreed prisoners. In 
| the Lethbridge lockout he brought 
the strike, which threatened mutiny, 
to a sudden close. 

Among his published works was 
the first manual of the mounted 
police, which he wrote while he was 
inspector, and a history of the force.

Rev. F. B. R. Leacroft, well known 
in Calgary, died in Victoria hospital 
on New Year's eve, as the result of 
of an accident on Christmas eve, 
when he was knocked down by an 
automobile and had both legs frac- 
tured.
